ONLY CONGRESS 
CAN CANCEL DEBT. 

Washington. August 1.—President 
Harding’s hands are tied by congress 
against the signing of any agreement 
by the United States either to cancel 
the allied debts to this nation or to 
fund them except as definitely stipu- 
lated by law. This law. creating the 
debt funding commission, provides 
that every dollar-owed us by foreign 
countries must be paid. 

Were it the disposition of the ad- 
ministration to enter into negotiations 
looking toward mutual remission of 
war debts among the allied and as- 
sociated powers, the president would 
have to ask congress for material 
modification of the present\law. And 
to ask for such legislation, in con- 
templation of wiping the international 
books clean of war loans, particularly 
those of Great Britain, would be po- 
litically suicidal. If Great Britain 
paid, there would be a strong feel- 
ing of leniency toward the other debt- 
or nations. 


This, in a word, is tue thought of 
officials here following receipt of dis- 
patches from London renorting that 
Great Britain has proposed to. France, 
Italy and Belgium her willingness to 
eancel her reparations claims against 
Germany and her loans to the allies 
provided there could be a mutual 
agreement to this end by all the al- 
lies, to which the United States would 
subscribe.

Frank Ellis, ‘young rug salesman, 
was arrested shortly before 5 o'clock 
Tuesday afternoon on a_ warrant 
charging him with the murder of 
Homer McElreath, engineer at Bell- | 
wood convict camp, whose mu- 
tilated body was discovered at an 
abandoned sawmill on the Chatta- 
-hoochee river early Tuesday morn- 
ing.. McElreath had been missing 
since Saturday night. 

Ellis was arrested at his place ot 
employment by City Policeman J. C. 
Williamson. The warrant was sworn 
out in Fairburn and brought to At- 
Janta by Deputy Sheriff O. W. Gul- 
lett. ‘After registering the prisoner 
at, police headquarters, the deputy. 
sheriff took him to the Campbell 
county jail. 

According to the deputy sheriff, E)- 
lis ig thought to be the last person 
seen with McElreath prior to his dis- 
appearance Saturday night. 

The nature of the evidence on which 
the accusation against Ellis is based / 
was not disclosed last night by those 
investigating the affair, but it is ex- 
pected to be brought out Wednesday 
before Coroner Henderson, of Camp- 


bell county. 

In a brief statement to a Consti- 
tution reporter at police station, Eflis 
denied the charge and declared that 
to his knowledge he had never seen 
ihe murdered man. 

Will Offer Alibi. 

Firm belief that Ellis will be able 
to prove an alibi was expressed last 
night by fellow boarders of the ac- 
cused man at 93 Capitol square. Mrs. 
nk. F. Kennington, proprietor of the 
boarding house, said that Ellis has 
been at the house since Saturday 
night and bas shown no signs of nerv- 
ousness. Only at lunch Tuesday, she 
said, be was cheerful and _ brought 
many laughs among the boarders dur- 
ing. the’ meal, 

According to Mrs. Kennington, El- 
jis has been going to see a young wom- 
an in Fairburn for several months 
and she expressed the belief that he 
will be able to prove by the young 
woman his whereabouts until late Sat- 
urday evening, when her brother 
brought him back to, Atlanta. - 

Several of those residing at the 
Kennington home went to Fairburn 
to see Ellis ‘Tuesday night, all pledg- 
ing him their aid in clearing himself 
of the charge of connection with Mc- 


Elreath’s murder,

ing the investigation. xcept to state 
that it is his opinion that robbery was 
the motive for the act, Sheriff Jen- 
kins made no comment on the case.

The house of dumresebtatiies Tues- 
day afternoon voted an emergency ap- 
propriation of $50,000 to the state mil- 
itary department to be used only in 
cases where the governor is forced. to 
call out staie troops to quell riot or 
for strike duty.

The decision not to yield on the 
question of seniority was made known 
to the white house by telegraph after 
the rail heads had. listened to a 20.

Unanimous Disapproval. 


This, however, represented unani- 
mous disapproval of the president's 
plan, the two dissenting votes being 
cast by L. F. Loree, chairman of the 
eastern conference, representing the 
Delaware and Hudson and the Kan- 
sas City Southern, with the explana- 
tion that he wished the seniority pro- 
posal turned down even more deci- 
sively. 

Only two roads operating in the 
United /States were not reported rep- 
resented. They were the Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham and Atlantic, and the Guif 
and Ship Island, both of which were 
declared to have been unaffected by 
the strike. 

President A. H. Smith, of the New 
York Central, apparently erystallized 
the sentiment of the chiefs when, dur- 
ing their discussion, he threw on the 
conference table 400 telegrams from 
foremen and supervisors of the road. 
announcing they would have to re- 
sign if the seniority ranking of the 
striking was returned.

Washington, August 1—The Amer- 
ican people may breathe a long sigh 
of relief for John L. Lewis, president 
of the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, has issued a call for a joint con- 
ferenci of miners’ and operators at 
Cleveland next Monday to settle the 
hae miners’ strike. 

By this move, peace in the coal 
industry is brought to the very thres- 
hold of accomplishment. Resump- 
tion of mining is now just around 
the corner. Coal operators, coal 
miners and the coal consuming public 
will be glad when it is all over. | 

The Cleveland conference will be 
composed{ of the three international 
officials of the United Mine Workers’ 
of America; eight representatives of 
the miners from each of the four 
states in the. central competitive field, 
comprising western © Pennsylvania, 
Jhio, Indiana and Illinois, and such 
epresentatives of the operators as 
the operators themselves may se- 
lect. 


It will be a negotiating conference, 
with full power and authority to en- 
ter into an agreement, subject only 
to the approval of the general policy 
committee of the United Mine Work- 
ers’ of America. 

The policy committee will be in 
session at Cleveland at the same time, 
ready to act upon the’ agreement 
reached in the conference. Once the 
agreement is signed the digging of 
coal will be resumed immediately.

“The railroad executives and man- 
agers agree entirely with the presi- 
dent’s statement oa cay letter that it 
is ‘wholly unthinkable that the rail- 
road labor board can be made a useful 
agency of the government in main- 
tuining indystrial peace in the rail- 
way serive unless employers and 
workers are both prompt and unques- 
tioning in their acceptance of its de- 
cisions, I think i is more: desirable 
than I know how to express to have 
established the unchallenged authority 
of the railroad labor beard, because 
we must do these tHings which are 
necessary to bring about the recogni- 
tion of suitable authority te decide 
and end such disputes as menace the, 
continuity of transportation.’ 

“By the language the president has 
expressed with great force and clear- 
ness the policy which we advocate. 
But, the decisions of; the railroad la- 
. bor board were flonted and defied 
by the six organizations comprising 
the federated shopcrafte; thé strike 
was called to, take effect July 1, 
1922, and even the summons of the 
board to. appear with the railroad ex-° 
ecutives before the labor board after 
the stirke was called and before it 
took effect was ignored by the lead- 
ers of the strikers who refused to at- 
tend the hearing. ‘Thereupon, it be- 
came the plain duty of the railroads 
actively and vigorously to undertake 
to uphold the orderly processes for 
the adjustment of industria] disputes 
contemplated by the statute creating 
the labor board and represnted by the 
decisions of that board against which 
the strike in question was directed 
and at the same time continue to the 
best of their ability to discharge their 
duy to he public as common carriers. 

Rights. of Workers. 

“Many men in the service tefused 
to join the strike and in so doiag 
were assured of the seniority rights 
accruing to them and of the perma- 
nence of their positions. On some iin- 
portant lines 50 per cent or mure re- 
fused to join the strike. To thesc| 
old loyal employees have been added 
‘housands of new men who werc em- 
pluyed and could be secured on'y upon 
a definite promise that their services | 
would be retained regardless of thie | 
settiement of tue strike, with all the 
rights appertaining to such employ- 
ment, including that of seniority um 
der the working rules and regulations 
previously approved by the railroad 
labor board. ,We especially point cut 
that a refusal to the old men who re- 
mained in the service and to the new 
men who accepted service of the rights 
of seniority incident to their «mploy- 
ment would most seriously discred- 
it the labor board. The board itoclf 
prescribes the rules of seniority un- 
der which the men referred t» have 
secured theif seniority rights and the 
railroad companjes have neither the 
lexal or ‘moral fight to deprive these 
men of those rights. By public ut- 
terances since the strike began the 
hoard has recognized and emphasized 
these rights and to deny them now, 
would, mmstead of upholding the an- 
thority of the labor board, overthrow 
its rulings and discredit its author- 


ity.

THE “LAME DUCKS,” 
Two of the G. O. P. ‘senatorial 
“lame ducks,” the first two thus far 


who have fallen victims to “New- 
berryitis”: with exaggerated pro- 
administration complications, are 
reported to have been “taken care 
of” by the white house. 

They are Senator New, of Indi- 
ana, and Senator McCumber, of 
North Dakota, whose present terms 
expire next March, and both of 
whom failed of renomination by 
their respective republican con- 
stituencies. 

Dispatches from Washington say 
that the former is slated to supplant 
Dr. Work as postmaster-general, 
who, it is understood, was designa- 
ted by the president to succeed for- 
mer Postmaster-General Will Hays 
only temporarily, or until the end 
of the terms of senators who may 
be retired to private life as a result 
of the fall elections. 

The postmaster-generaliship is a 
desirable berth, and evidently the 
president, upon the retirement of 
Mr, Hays, wished to keep it avail- 
able for one of the several “faith- 
ful” senators whose faflure to pass 
muster at the ballot-box he had 
reason to anticipate. | 

That high office will, therefore 

amply “take care” of the first to 
fall—Senator New. 
* And it is announced on apparent- 
ly good authority that the second, 
Senator McCumber, is tentatively 
booked for the chairmanship of the | 
avar finance corporation, to which 
job a salary of $10,000 a year is 
attached. That will “take care” of 
him, since his fellow republicans of 
his home state refused to do so. 

Just what are Senator McCum- 
ber’s qualifications, if any, for the. 
post are not generally known. 

During his twenty-two years in 
the senate he has failed to dem- 
onstyate unusual ability along any 
particular line, and as chairman of 
the senate finance committee since 
the death of the late Senator Pen- 
rose, he has proved anything but

But he is a “deserving” old guard 
republican, who wants to remain in 
Washington, and that is enough.

A LESSON'TO GEORGIA. 

The experience of Michigan, to 
say nothing of that, of other states 
that formerly ranked high as timber 
producers but which are ‘now pay-| 
ing the penalty. of thetr failure to 
safeguard and conserve their forest 
resources, should be a lesson to 
Georgia. “ , 

Although Georgia is following in 
the footsteps of het improvident 
Sister states in point of reckless 
forest destruction, we still Have.a 
considerable reserve supply of 
standing timber, and ample time in 
which to apply conservation and re- 
forestation methods by which to 
make this state permanently inde- 
pendent of other lumber-producing 
regions. 

The wood-using industries of 
Michigan, at one time premier of 
pine states, as expressed in a state- 


50; ment recently issued by the United 


States forest service, “are now pay- 


}ing for the state’s quarter-century 


timber debauch.” 

According to the statement by the 
forest service, whose experts are 
engaged in a study to determine the 
effects of forest devastation on pop- 
ulation, agriculture, industry and 
economic life in Michigan, the for- 
ests of that state, “asa result of 
devastating fires and feckless cut- 
geet 3 
are now 80 greatly depleted that 
they produce chiefly fuel-wood and 
other minor forest products instead 
of high-grade lumber on which the 
state’s main industries depend: The 
building trades and the automobile 
and furniture industries of Michigan 
must largely import their supply of 
high-grade lumber from other states 
instead of growing it at home. 

For the most costly classes of 
woods, such as those used for auto- 
mobiles, furniture and building, 
Michigan goes as far south as the 
Gulf and as far west as the Pacific: 
it imports all told a little more than 
1,000,000,000 board feet of lumber 
and timber annually, of which 400.- 
000,000 come from the Gulf coast re- 
gion and nearly 18,000,000 feet from 
the Pacific northwest. For these 
amounts the state pays not only an 
enormous freight bill, but also the 
high prices incident to constantly 
dwindling forests. ee 
; This is exactly what the status 
of Georgia will be within a few 
years, so far as timber supply is 
concerned, unless we profit by the 
experience of such states as Mich- 
igan and at once initiate steps to 
save and rejuvenate our remaining 
forests. 

The forest service statement. goes 
on to say that— 

The reforestation of Michigan’s 
denuded lands would after a few 
decades, say forest experts, not 
merely stop these costly importa- 
tions, but. go. far ‘toward re-estab- 
lishing the state’s lost Madership in 
her once greatest industry, lumber- 
ing, and put it upon permanent 
Basis. - ‘a 
Georgia, with the unhappy situ- 


ation in Michigan as a guide and 
at once a warning, has an opportu- 
nity noW to adopt a policy that will 
safeguard it from a similar timber 
scarcity later on. 


HOME-TOWN. PRIDE. 

One of the south Georgia weekly 
newspapers, speaking of the need 
of more town boosting in some of 
the small-town sections, and a gen- 


-eral spirit of civic pride in the 


growth and prosperity of town and 
county, defines what it calls “The 
Unpardonable Sin” as follows: 
“To live in a town; to make a 
living off of.it, or out of it; to 
educate your Children fn it; to get. 
everything you possibly can out of 
it; and put absolutely nothing into 


it.” . 
This takes in the disgruntled ones 


who are constantly complaining of 
a lack of prosperity when they reap 
the benefits of all’there is, while 
doing little or nothing to make 
moré. 

In this connection The Indian- 
apolis News, speaking of ‘“Pros- 
perity Considerations” as they af- 
fect towns and cities, great and 
small, but particularly of its own 
city, says: 

“Admitting that Indianapolis ‘s 
prosperous, reasons must be found 
for that condition, The credit can 
not go to any one interest or be as- 
signed any particular class of peo- 
ple. The real basis for prosperity 
will be found in mutual , effort. 
There is beginning to be known 
here a spirit of service, a willing- 
ness to do for the whole city what 
once was confined to a particular 
business or one group of persons. 
It represents a broader view, a bet- 
ter idea of civic responsibility.” 

In other words, to pay back to 
the home town’ the full value of all 
the advantages that one has gained 
from living in it; to boost, and 
never to “knock.” 

On Tuesday, August 22, Indian- 
apolis is to have a “Prosperity day” 
celebration, due to the efforts of 
those “who love their city and are 
willing to work for it;” who are 
“rejoicing over this privilege and 
are genuinely proud of their home.” 

That is what goes to the making 


| of the genuine town booster; “and,” 


says. the Indianapolis paper, “once 
that idea is firmly rooted, they will 
begin telling others about the ad- 
vantages they enjoy.” 

That’s the spirit that has made 
Atlanta the métropolis that it is, 
and that helps to keep business at 
high-water mark in the smallest 
town in the state; that makes an 
enviable place for it on the busi-| 
ness map and keeps it at the front.

HEALTH TALKS |

Anyoyve who has indulged in the 
healthful practice of swimming knows 
that when the water is exceedingly 
cold one cannot swim so well. ‘The 
effect of excessively cold water is 
marked reduction of muscular power 
and endurance. One tires quickly in 
such water. Carry the effort further 
and the muscles may become almost 
powerless from fatigue. That consti- 
tutes “cramps.” The wise swimmer 
will therefore avoid any considerable 
effort in excessively cold water, and 
particularly. a,long swim unaccom- 
panied by a boat. | 

So far as Johnnie’s visits to the ole 
swimmin’ hole are concerned, I e&rn- 
estly advise all parents, guardians 
and officers of the law that neither 
jail nor Sunday school is a safer 
place for Johnnie to visit thrice a day 
all summer, from the hygienic viéw- 
point. ; 

How often should one go in swim- 
ming and how long is it wise or safe 
to remain in? Go in as often as you 
like and stay in as long as you enjoy 
it.

Reciprocity! 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON. 


There is pending before the Georgie 
assembly a joint resolution creating 
an “Independence Celebration Com- 
mission” to plan and execute partici- 
pation of this state in the Sequi- 
Centennial exposition to be held in 
Philadelphia in 1926 to commemorate 
the 150th anniversary of the signing 
of the declaration of independence, 

This resolution, of some measure 
giving officia] encouragement to this 
undertaking, should pass. As to the 
extent and manner of Georgia’s par- 
ticipation, -there -will be plenty of- 
time to take care of this feature at 
the legislative session of 1923 or 1924. 
But legislative sanction should be 
given now. : 

It cannot be argued that this will 
interfere in the least with the plans 
o foot for the holding of a maritime 
exposition in Georgia, during the same 
year, to commemorate the birth of 
ocean steamship navigation. Indeed, 
early and favorable action on the part 
of Georgia toward the liberty fair, 
which has already received favorable 


government consideration, willbe help- | 


ful in securing desired federal and 
state co-operation, when the proper 
time arrives, for the Georgia fair. 

It is understood that the legisla- 
tures in several states have already 
| voted state participation in the Ses- 
qui-Centennial. . 

¢ * . 

It may be recalled that Pennsyl- 
vania and its principal city of Phil- 
adelphia were foremost among the 
northern states to respond to the in- 
vitation to take part in the Cotton 
States exposition in Atlanta in 1895. 

By authority of the legislaturé of 
Pennsylvania, a commission Was Ap- 
pointed to represent the commonwealth 
consisting of the president of the sen- 
ate, the speaker of the house, three 
members of the senate, five members 
of the house and twelve distinguished 
citizens, and also an auxiliary com- 
missibn of twenty prominent women. 
Appropriations were made totaling 
} $38,000, of which $30,000 was at the 
disposa] of the commission and $8,000 
for the expenses of the women’s aux- 
iliary. 

Pennsylvania erected a state build- 
ing, covering an area of 70 feet square, 
at a cost of $8,000, and “Pennsylvania 
Day” was observed Thursday, Novem- 
ber 11—a day made sacred through- 
out the world twenty-three years later 
—with an official visit: by the Penn- 
sylvania commission headed by Gov- 
ernor Hastings. Accompanying the 
commission were a body of 200 mem- 
bers of the Manufacturers’ club of 
Philadelphia, @ large delegation from 
the Pen and Pencil club of Philadel- 
phia and the Pittsburg Press cadets. 

It will also be recalled that most 
important of Pennsylvania’s contribu- 
tion to the Atlanta exposition was 
the loan of the Libertv hell, sent to 
Atlanta by Philadelphia at its’ own 
expense and hung in the Joggia of the 
State building from October 9 to De- 
cember 81, 1895. The day upon which

MAYOR KEY'S RACE

to Speak in All of City 
Wards. 


Continued interest in local polities, 
which experienced a decided stimulus 
Monday by the sudden annvuncement 
of Police Chief Beavers for mayor, 
and the entrance of Mayor James 
Il, Key into the race for congressman 
from this district, was manifest Tues- 
day about the city hall and in va- 
tious wards of the city where meet- 
ings were held to discuss the va- 
rious issues and candidates for the 
number of offices to be filled in the 
September primary.

The condition of the crop on July 25, the report stated, was 70.8 
normal, as.compared with 71.2 per cent on June 25 last, 64.7 per cent 
July 25, 1921, and a ten-year average of 73 per cent on July 25. The es- 
timated crop for this year totaled 11,449,000, or an average of 157.3 
pounds per acre. 

Although there has been a decline in the Georgia estimate, the con-

Manila, P. 1., August 1.—(By the 
Associated Press.) —Japvan is observ- 
ing every detail of her obligations un- 
der the naval and four-power treaties 
entered into at Washington and a 
feeling of mutual confidence has suc- 
ceeded the uncertainty which formerly 
existed in American relations with 
Japan, according to a statement given 
out by Secretary of the Navy Denby 
today, the first day of his visit, to 
Manila. ~ 

Secretary Denby intimated that. con- 
ditions in the Far Eastern Pacific 
were not sufficiently stabilized to per- 
mit of immediate consideration of the 
Philippines’ aspirations for indepen- 
deuce, even should internal progress 
prove that the country was fitted 
for it. 

His statement said: 

“T believe that Japan is living 
honorably to every detail of her obli-. 
gations under both treaties. I was 
much impressed with the confidence 
exhibited by the Japanese in the suc- 
cess of the pacts and believe that 
Japan, as well as the United States 
has come to realize that the new 
internal arrangements in the Pacific 
are beneficial to evervbodv concerned. 
I also noticed a similar feeling in 
China.” 

Regarding conditions in China, Mr. 
Denby, speaking “onlv as a private 
individual,” stated his belief that Chi- 
na’s salvation would come through 
a “strong man” who would be able 
to hold the military leaders of the 
country .in check. He declined to 
state whether he believed any Chinese 
at present was capable of assuming 
this position, but said that. General 
Wu Pei-Fu, military leader of the 
north, was generally regarded-as a 
strong man. Mr. Denby said he 
understood that General Wu _ never 
had been charged with heing under 
foreign influence.
